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REPORTS FROM PAPER MARKET. 


While Mills Have a Fair Volume of Business, Jobbing 
Trade Is Rather Dull—Moderate Activity in 
Western Centres—Boston Trade Dull. 


rhe holiday and the annual meeting and banquet of the 
American Paper and Pulp Association combined have 
made this a broken week for the New York trade. The 
situation in the market is generally considered to be about 
the same as that reported for the past few weeks. This is 
in substance that business is quiet, and that quotations are 
rather weak. While this statement is admitted to be the 
truth, still the burden of the complaint in regard to condi- 
tions seems to come from the paper manufacturers who 
own the smaller mills. These men evidently feel the com 
petition of the big mills at this time. The fact is that even 
the leading manufacturing companies are a little uneasy 
in regard to their order books, and show a disposition to 
go after new business, if it is at all profitable It should 
be stated, however, that nearly all these big mills have at 
least three weeks’ run ahead of them. But that length oi 
time is not enough to make the owners feel secure. A 
pretty severe competition all round is the result of the duli 
state of the market. And perhaps the severity is greatest 
among the book mills. Ii this is not true of some of the 
leading book mills that have only a comparatively iew 
customers on their books it certainly is true in reference 
to the smaller mills. The representatives of such mills are 
encouraged, however, by the fact that better business is in 
sight. Orders irom publishing houses should be placed 
shortly, so they say. lif some of these should not come to 
them the placing oi the business will at least help to render 
the big mills less hungry. In regard to writings one dealer 
said this week: ‘Perhaps there is some business going; if 
there is I am certainly not getting my share of it.” The 
trade in manilas with the jobbers is about up to the aver- 
age, but individual orders are small in size. With the 
manila manufacturers business is none too good, if the 
reports from their customers can be relied on. Speaking 
in regard to the demand for manilas this week a prominent 
jobber said: “We are besieged by the manufacturers to 


give them orders. This we would do at their figures in a 


number of instances if they in turn would guarantee to 
stand the loss if the market should go ‘off’ or % cent 


within the next thirty di We could not induce any 





of them to take our business on such an understanding 


rhis fact, to our minds, shows how much faith the manu 
facturers have in the market.”

Various Reports in Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, February 11.—The trade has asserted its 
peculiarities the past week. Reports of improvement are 
at hand from certain quarters, while others complain of a 
depression which has been the bane of the business for a 
considerable period. 

Machinery men say in the main that trade is unusually 
good, and that prospects for a continuance of a lively and 
substantial demand are better now than they have been for 
some time. This is true both in light and heavy machinery 
circles. A manufacturer of cutters and other devices for 
paper mills and publishing plants states that never’ before 
was there a better call. He named a half dozen firms in 
the Miami Valley that had recently bought of the company, 
an unprecedented local run. From all over the country he 
has received reports of an encouraging nature-from mill 
men, and he is convinced that trade is moving along more 
substantially than for an indefinite period. 

Book papers are in good call, and the prices are reported 
to be slightly firmer in some sections; in others, it is ad 
mitted that prices are somewhat infirm. “We have had no 
trouble in getting our quotations, though I understand that 
some difficulty is experienced in different parts of the coun 
try in upholding the price list. We have had no trouble at 
all since last fall. In view of the conditions here we can 
not see how it is dull in some sections.” The gentleman 
who stated this did not understand that much movement 
iad been made with a reference to the organization of a 
central selling agency for the Western book mill men 
While such a plan may be encouraged here it is not im 
probable that only a few concerns will be vitally interested 
finally. 

Writings, manilas and straw papers are about the same 
There has been no change in the straw board trade for 
months. The scarcity of straw is no more marked now 
than it was five months ago, and the same prices rule now 
that reigned at that time. There has been absolutely no 
change in boards. This is a dull period, as well, in novelty 





and bucket and box circles. A few ice cream pails are 
being manufactured, but the spring demand has not come 
in yet.

dam completed. This is one of the largest dams in Canada 
It is 74 feet broad on the base, 60 feet high and 500 feet 
long. To build it required 1,000,000 feet of timber, 20 





tons of iron, 19,000 yards of stone, and five months of time 
It sets the water of the Sissiboo River back 2'% miles, 
making for the company a large pond in which to store its 
timber. The company is cutting this season 5,000,000 fee 
of wood that will be used in its two mills, one at Sissiboo 
Falls and the new one at Weymouth Falls. The latter 
will have a capacity of 30 tons per twenty-four hours 

The new mill is strictly up to date in every part, and 1s 
equipped with the latest improved machinery made in the 
United States and Canada. No expense has been spared 
in the building of this mill, as it was the intention of the 
builders to make this one of the best ground wood mills 
in Canada. The water is carried from the dam to the mill 
through a steel penstock 15 feet in diameter and 200 feet 
long. In the mill are two pairs of 45-inch and two single 
18-inch McCormick turbines, built by the S. Morgan 
Smith Company, of York, Pa. On each pair of wheels 
are located three of the latest style of New England 
grinders, made by Olin Scott, of Bennington, Vt. The 
two smaller wheels are used to operate the machinery of 
the mill and to furnish light to the mill and the other 
buildings in connection with the works, and-also for the 
company’s office in Weymouth. The company has also 
erected a steam sawmill, with a capacity of 30,000 feet pet 
day, in which all of the timber for the construction of the 
mill, dam and other buildings, including a boarding houss¢ 
for the employees, stables, &c., was cut. For the last 
eight months 150 men and several teams have been em 
ployed on the work. 

Charles E. Eaton, hydraulic and mechanical engineer, of 
Carthage, N. Y., has been chief engineer of the work 
from the beginning. Mr. Eaton came to Weymouth in 
January, 1900, located the mills, prepared the plans, and 
has given his personal supervision to all of the work, being 
assisted for a time by James P. Brownell, C. E., of 
Carthage. 

The mills were built under contract by Charles Burrill, 
of Weymouth. Mr. Burrill is the managing director of 
the company, and to his management is largely due the 


success of the company, as well as for the locating of the 
mills at Weymouth B. H

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SULPHITE MAKERS MEET. 


Regular Monthly Gathering—Small Stocks at Mills—No 


Action on Prices—To Consider Higher Prices 
at Next Meeting. 


The regular monthly meeting of the American Sulphite 
Manufacturers’ Association was held at the Manhattan 
Hotel, New York city, on Tuesday of this week. A large 
attendance was a feature of the meeting. 

According to reports made by a few of the members of 
the association who attended, the condition of the sul 
phite market was found, on comparing notes, to be 
eminently satisfactory, only about two days’ product being 
on hand at the mills

to consider the question of advancing prices at the next

meeting. The forthcoming meeting will therefore be 
very important, and its result will, no doubt, be eagerly 
awaited by paper manufacturers. 

Speaking in regard to the reported break in the soda 
fibre market, one .of the sulphite men said to a representa 
tive of THe Parper TRADE JouRNAL: “If the report were 
true it would look as if we might be obliged to lower ou 
prices in sympathy, but as far as we have been able to 
learn there has been no general break in soda prices. The 
Sulphite Association, therefore, was not under the neces 
sity of considering that possible phase of the situation 
But even if soda fibre were being offered under our mini 
mum price I doubt if we would have taken any action this 
month, as our stock on hand to-day practically amounts 
to nothing. With us present conditions are so good and 
the outlook so very encouraging that the sentiment of th« 
members found expression in a resolution which was 
ananimously adopted to consider the advisability of ad 
vancing our prices at our next meeting. From this action 
you can judge how we stand.” 

Miami Opinion as to New Selling Agency. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. |] 

Dayton, Ohio, February 11.—Book paper makers of this 
section are not enthusiastic over the reported establish- 
ment of a selling agency on lines similar to those followed 


by the General Paper Company. In fact, they say that 
as far as can be ascertained the movement has not taken 
definite form and that the organization is in embryo, if 
indeed it was ever contemplated. It is apparent that 
Miami Valley manufacturers have not been taken in “on 
the ground floor.” It is admitted that the success of the 
Gereral Paper Company and the condition of the market 
would have some influence on the organization of an 
agency of this character, and some favor, while many op- 
pcse it. It is difficult to learn the exact feeling in the mat- 
ter. so tradesmen do not care to talk much until they re- 
ceive advices from those who may be more deeply inter- 
ested.

Liability for Unpaid Stock, 


New Haven, Conn., February 11.—The text of a decision 
of the Supreme Court of this State in the case of the New 
Haven Trust Company, receiver, vs. Nelson, shows that 
the court holds that when a stockholder of an insurance 
company has compromised with the corporation by the pay- 
ment of a certain sum in settlement for a balance of stock 
not fully paid in, and both parties act in good faith, the 
agreement holds as against both creditors of the company 
and receivers. In the case of the receiver against Gaffney 
the court holds that a prior agreement on the part of the 
company to issue shares at less than par was ultra vires, 
and the condition that less was to be accepted was void 

In both cases the New Haven Trust Company, as receiver 
of the Connecticut Indemnity Company, of Waterbury, 
sought to obtain balances of unpaid stock from share- 
holders 


Sale of Wisconsin Water Power Properties. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

\ppLeETON, Wis., February 11.—An important water 
power transaction was the purchase last week by the 
Green Bay and Mississippi Canal Company of the inter- 
ests of Henry and William Hewitt in certain water power 
properties, for the most part located in Kaukauna. As is 
well known to readers of this journal, Kaukauna has been, 
more than any other place on the Fox River, a water 


power battlefield Conflicting interests there have been 
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engaged in almost continual warfare. Since the United 
States Supreme Court decision in the famous Kaukauna 
case, the Green Bay and Mississippi Canal Company has 
had decidedly the best of legal engagements, and is grad 
ually drawing toward an undisputed possession of the 
field. The purchase above referred to further strengthens 
this company’s position. It was the joint owner with the 
Hewitt brothers of considerable water power property on 
the north side of the river, including the ground upon 
which the mills of the Union Bag and Paper Company and 
the Thilmany Pulp and Paper Mills are built. There wer: 
other parcels elsewhere also. The Hewitts were un 
iriendly to the policy of the canal company, and it was 
impossible to secure united action such as is necessary t 
the proper management and improvement of the proper- 
ties. The canal company has been trying for years to 
purchase the Hewitt interest, and has just succeeded. Thi 
consideration named is about $25,000, but it is understood 
that there is further consideration, the amount of which is 
private.

Egg Case Factory at Marseilles, Ill., Destroyed—-The Ken- 
more Paper Mill, Elkton, Md., Damaged—Crepe

The egg case factory is operated and owned by the Cres 
cent Paper Company, of which R. F. Knott is president 
and J. H. McCulloch secretary.

The fire was first discovered in the second floor of the 
factory, which was used for a sort of a wareroom. It is 
thought that the fire was started by a hot box in th 
machinery or from the friction of a belt 

The flames had made considerabie headway when they 
were discovered. The fire department responded to the 
call and the paper mill also has a fire apparatus of its 
own, but neither of them was able to do much good on 
account of the anchor ice which had gotten in the water 
wheel, and they were unable to get any power. Finally 
the Jerusalem paper mill employees got one stream on the 
burning building, and this is perhaps the only thing that 
saved the paper mill from going with the eg case factory 
As it was, the factory burned up to the very walls, and 
damaged some of the machinery in the paper mill so that 
it will be obliged to shut down for at least thirty days 

It is wonderful how any part-of the building was saved 
The Crescent Paper Company operates its own printing 
shop, and this was located in the egg case factory, which 
was entirely destroyed, in the outfit being two large cylin 
der presses and two large job presses, besides a large 
stock of job type. The entire loss caused by the fir will

The American Paper and Pulp Association held its an- 
nual meeting at the Waldorf-Astoria, New York, on Tues- 
day and yesterday, and a full report of the proceedings will 
be found in a supplement to this issue of THe PAPER 
TRADE JouRNAL.* The attendance at the business sessions 
was slim, but there was a very numerous representation 
of the trade at the banquet last night. The first business 
was a disappoint- 


session, which was held on Tuesday, 


ment. There were only a few members present and the 
proceedings were altogether of a routine character. Of 
the seven vice-presidents from whom reports were due 
only four responded, there being no reports presented 
from the writing, book or board divisions. 

The attempt of the association to stimulate paper trade 
invention and literature by offering prizes has not been 
productive of results thus far. Last year only one inven- 
tion was submitted to the committee, and no award was 
made, the entry being held over to have a place in this 
year’s competition. This year there was only one addi- 
tional entry. No award was made this year, the commit- 
tee not deeming either of the inventions of sufficient im- 
portance to warrant the awarding of a prize. Last year 
there was no competition for the prize for the best essay. 
This year there were four essays submitted, but in the 
opinion of the committee none of them were of a high 
enough order to justify the awarding of a prize. 

That the plan has not been a success is regretted, and 
while up to date the results have not been of an encourag- 
ing nature, it would seem as though the association should 
adhere to its original proposition for another year at least. 
It is possible that another year’s effort may be productive 
of results such as are looked for. The prizes are not 
great, it is true, but beyond the money value of them, the 
indorsement of an invention or of an essay by the national 
association of American paper makers is well worth hav- 
ing, and that fact alone may yet bring forth some original 
and important work 

The banquet of course was the feature of the gathering 
this year as it has been for several years last past. The 
occasion brought together a large number of paper trade 
men irom all sections, and there was a very general re- 
newing of old friendships and a making of new ones. 
These reunions, even viewed from the social standpoint 


alone, are of substantial benefit to the whole trade. 


Soda Fibre Disturbances. 
Some two weeks ago some of the soda fibre manufac- 
turers, who are making product for the market, met and 
agreed to a shutdown. At least most of them agreed 
to the proposition. One of them did not, and as a result 
there is somewhat of a tussle on between the one who 
would not agree and one of those who did agree. 
The latter, it is said, invaded the territory of the former 
and submitted quotations to his customers, agreeing to 
sell to each of them one carload of fibre at a price that 
is regarded as considerably below the market. The com- 
pany whose territory was thus invaded dees not propose 
to give up its business at the first sign of trouble, and 
will retaliate in kind, if it has not already done so. 

The trouble with this sort of a deal is that it is harmful 
not only to the participants but to their co-manufacturers 
and their customers. If the contest is persisted in it will 
simply demoralize prices, and that demoralization will of 
course have its effect on the value of the product of the 
mills using soda fibre. 

It is to be regretted that affairs have taken the turn they 
have, and it certainly is to the interest of all concerned 


to straighten out the tangle as soon as possible. 


Growth of Interest in Forestry. 

It is undisputed that during the last two years especially 
there has been a rapid growth in the interest shown in the 
question of forestry. The daily papers are giving more 
space to a consideration of it; there are constant additions 
to literature on the subject, while the demand for assist 
ance in the care of timber Iand has increased very greatly 
As an instance of this latter, one has only to quote from 
the latest annual report of Gifford Pinchot, chief of the 
United States Division of Forestry, wherein it is stated that 


“the applications for working plans have grown within one 


year from 1,513,592 acres to cover an area of 51,192,714 


acres.’ The most conspicuous applications are from the 
Secretary of the Interior and the Forest, Fish and Game 
Commission of New York State, but besides these there 
are applications from many private individuals and cor 
porations requesting that they be provided with work- 
ing plans for the care of their timber lands. These appli 
cations are evidence not only that the need of scientific 
methods in the care of forests is recognized, but that land 
owners are willing to apply such methods as may be rec 
ommended by recognized experts in the line. 

Then, again, there is a demand for foresters, and in a 
recent article, entitled ‘“lorestry, the New Profession,” 
René Bache discusses this branch of the subject, pointing 
out that at present there is active employment waiting for 
young men who take up this line of work. He refers to 
the fact that there has been established a school of for 
estry at Yale, and denominates it the best, but he fails to 
mention the Cornell School of Forestry, which is somewhat 
and which is doing good work.

The profession of forestry is not overcrowded. 
mand for trained men exceeds the supply, 
some time, for the work now laid out is more than suff- 
cient to provide places for the graduates of the schools 
for a considerable period. 

All these are signs of an awakening to the vast import- 
ance of the subject, and while in this country we are only 
entering upon the proper care of our forests, there are not 
wanting indications that rapid progress will be made along 
tne best lines.

In the choice of Hon. Arthur C. Hastings as its presi- 
dent and J. Sanford Barnes as its secretary and treasurer, 
the American Paper and Pulp Association did well. Mr. 
Hastings is known and honored in his home, Niagara 
Falls, N. Y., both as a paper maker and a public spirited 
citizen, and he will undoubtedly make an equally good 
record in the position to which he has been elected by his 
fellow paper makers. Mr. Barnes is an active, energetic 
and able member of the trade, and it is expected that 
Mr. Hastings and he will instill into the association a 
goodly quantity of new life. 


The Opposition in Ontario do not disguise the fact that 
they intend to make life rather miserable for the Govern- 
ment, so far as it may be done by an inquiry into the 
granting of concessions in the way of Government grants 
of timber lands, and by caustic criticism of the manner 
in which grants have been made. There is much promise 
of a lively session of the Ontario legislative body. 

A German paper, in presenting an argument why there 
should not be the increased tariff demanded by paper 
makers in that country, makes some statements as to the 
paper industry in the United States that are both erron- 
eous and amusing.

Riot at New Mill Building.

NorrFo.ik, N. Y., February 11.—Although the workmen 
on the mills of the Remington-Martin Company are pro- 
gressing very favorably, this company, like all others, has 
troubles of its own. On Thursday the Italian colony em 
ployed on the water power improvement and railroad 
work were on the verge of a riot. In cutting a bed along 
the Racket River for the railroad, dynamite is being used. 
Following a blast a rock crashed through a shanty and 
seriously injured one of the Italians. The Italians imme 
diately stopped work and demanded money, which was 
refused. Thereupon about 200 Italians armed with knives 
and clubs, drove off the American workmen, numbering 
about 100. In the melee two Italians were stabbed by 
fellow Italians. 

The town authorities were appealed to tor assistance, 
and one of the Italians was arrested and turned over to a 
constable, who took him to the hotel for safe keeping 
because the village had no lockup. The prisoner at- 
tempted to escape, but the constable shot him, the bullet 
lodging in his knee. 

A number of Italians, led by a man named Rosco, com 
plained to O, E. Martin, oi the company, that the work 
man who used the dynamite was careless, and demanded 
their pay. Rosco was told that the company could not 


pay till the pay roll had been made out. Rosco, it is 


alleged, then sprang upon Mr. Martin and violently as 
saulted him. Rosco has been arrested 

None of the men have been allowed to work, and every 
effort is being made to prevent the Italians from getting 
liquor into the camp. A man named Williams has been 
stabbed by two Italians, who are sti'l at liberty 

It was reported iast night that the Italians were quieting 
down and that no further trouble was looked for at 
present F. M.

The Story of Paper Making. 

The J. W. Butler Paper Company, of Chicago, has issued 
a book entitled “The Story of Paper Making,’ the reason 
for the publication being stated in the preface as follows: 
“The hundred years that have written the modern history 
of paper making mark also the period during which the 
J. W. Butler Paper Company, or its immediate prede 
cessors, have been associated with the industry in this coun 
try. It has therefore seemed to the present representatives 
of the company that the closing year of the century was an 
especially fitting time to put into story form the history 
of the wonderful and valuable product evolved wholly from 
seemingly useless materials, and they consider it their privi 
lege, as well as the fulfillment of a pleasant obligation, to 
present this account to their friends and associates in the 
paper, printing and auxiliary trades.” 

The book contains 136 pages, and the story oi the indus 
try from its earliest days down to the present is told in a 
non-technical way for the benefit of the layman. ‘The text 
is illustrated by a number of full page half-tones of the 
exterior and interiors of mills, and of mill equipment, and 
the appearance of the volume is excellent It is well 
printed on good paper, and is bound in buckram, the cover 
design being the title in a two panel plate resting on a 
bunch of papyrus stems. 

The story is told in an interesting manner, and it is to 
be regretted that a souvenir, so well prepared in other re 
spects, should be marred by a number of errors in the 
text. For instance, Matthias Koops, who, in 1800, pub 
lished, in London, a book on paper making, appears as 
‘Matthew Kooper, of France Essonnes, France, where 
Robert, the inventor of the Fourdrinier machine worked, 
appears as Enonnes. It is also stated that the soda process 
was invented by M. Meliner in France in 1805. M. Mellie: 
is meant. The father of the soda process was Hugh Bur 
gess, who, in connection with Charles Watt, took out pat 
ents in England in 1852, and in the United States in 1854 
the former establishing a mill here in 1854, which plant 
led to the formation of the American Wood Paper Com 
pany.

In 1841 he built a paper mill at St 
Charles, Ill., and in 1844 opened a jobbing house in Chi 
cago, putting his brother, J. W. Butler, in charge of the

To that end the farmers will use a greater proportion of 
long lived, slow growing species than formerly The 
demand for such hardy, drought resisting species as th 
hackberry, green ash, white elm, bur oak, red elm, red 
cedar and Western yellow pine (bull pine) promises to be 
greatly increased during the next few years. The greatest 
present difficulty with which the prospective tree planter 
has to contend is the fact that commercial growers of 
nursery stock are not supplied with this kind of material 
[he nurseries still carry large quantities of the short 
lived kinds, such as boxelder, cottonwood, maple and 
willow, but are short on the more valuable species 

The planting of conifers on the prairies of the West 
during the past has not been attended with general suc 
cess. This is owing to the use of Eastern and introduced 
kinds that are not adapted to the country. There is 
ibundance evidence, however, that the red cedar and 
Western yellow pine (bull pine) will thrive throughout 
this section. The desirability of evergreens for wind- 
breaks on a bleak prairie should lead owners to turn their 
attention to these hardy native species 

Among the recent applicants for advice and assistance 
in the management of its woodlands is the Moose River 
lumber Company, which owns a tract of 16,000 acres in 
the Adirondacks, N. Y. This tract is mostly spruce land 
and is situated in Herkimer County. The preliminary 
examination has already been made by one of the experts 
of the Division of Forestry, and the working plan will bs 
prepared this spring. It will contain estimates of the 
present and future yields of timber on the tract, and will 
also make recommendations regarding the lumbering 
This application, taken with those which have been re 
eived from other owners of private forest lands in the 
\dirondacks during the last two years, brings the total 
irea of private land in that region for which working 
plans have been requested up to more than 400,000 
eres.

York 
Forest, Fish and Game Commission for expert assistance 
undertook to make working plans for the 1,250,000 acres 
of woodland composing the Adirondack Forest Preserve, 
of which the working plan for Township 40 is the first 
This work is being-done with a view to obtain a regular 
income from the State forests in case of the repeal of the 
constitutional clause which now prohibits lumbering on 
State lands Systematic cutting under skilled forest 
management would benefit the future growth of the 
forests, improve their present condition and give the State 
1 large and increasing annual income.

Question.—I send you inclosed herewith several flakes 
of matter which have been deposited from wood pulp, 
chiefly upon the tools used by the workmen in handling 
said pulp. I notice that the shovels and other implements 
used become coated, to a considerable depth, with this 
substance. Will you inform me what the substance is, 
and how it can be removed from pulp, as I find that it 
sometimes reaches the machine in sufficient quantities 
to cause considerable trouble with the wire, and at the 
calender, where it is deposited upon the roll, breaking the 
paper and otherwise doing damage. 

Answer.—The substance consists principally of spruce 
gum and a certain portion of mucilaginous matter derived 
from the cellulose cells. Technically, this substance is 
known to the trade as pitch, and it has been probably the 
cause of more study and more experiment than almost 
any other difficulty met with in paper making. At pres- 
ent there is no way of getting rid of this substance in 
pulp making. It can be partially gotten rid of by keeping 
up the strength of the sulphite liquor, but this is only a 
partial cure. In some kinds of wood the trouble is worse 
than in others, notably when there is a great deal of gum 
in the wood used for making the pulp. In using certain 
kinds of pine this trouble is met with in an exceedingly 
discouraging manner. The genius who will succeed in 
removing pitch from pulp, or prevent its doing harm 
while going over the machine, will confer a lasting benefit 
on the paper making trade.

Question.—What is compound cellulose, and for what 
purpose is it used in paper making? 

Answer.—Compound cellulose is of no use in paper mak- 
ing, and it is a very undesirable portion of matter to be 
found in any paper mill. Paper must be made of isolated 
cellulose, either as it occurs in the natural or raw condi- 
tion, or after it has been separated from other substances 
by cooking, as is the case with sulphite of soda pulp, 
Compound cellulose occurs frequently in nature, and two 
These 
substances are called compound, because the cellulose is 
combined with lignim, that is, the cells are covered and 
separated by bodies of lignim, which must be removed be- 
fore the cells themselves may be converted into the form 
of pulp. Unless the lignim has been removed the cellulose 
may be known as isolated. In addition to the lignim, some 
cellulose is associated with fatty and waxy bodies. This

occurs sometimes in certain kinds of wood, notably pine 
In converting these compound tissues into 
isolated cellulose the pitchy matters frequently cause great 
trouble. The third well-known form of compound cellu- 
lose is where it is converted into mucilage. This form has 
no status in paper making, and is only possibly useful when 
the waste products from the sulphite digester are to be re- 
claimed by isolating the mucilaginous parts with a view of 
manufacturing glue, mucilage, &c., as by-products. At 
present it has not been successfully worked in paper mills,

Question.—Can knots be removed from chips to ad- 
vantage by any mechanical means? Is there any system 
of belting or sifting which will separate the knots, or can 
they in any way be operated upon by compressed air? 

Answer.—Several so-called air machines have been de- 
vised for separating knots from chips already prepared 
for the digester. 1 have little faith in sifting or bolting, 
for the reason that the best screen which can be devised 
is unable to tell the difference between a piece of white 
wood and a black knot of the same size. Perhaps the best 
way of knotting chips is to pick them out by hand. For 
this purpose they must be passed slowly over a moving 
table, beside which stand as many boys and girls as can 
find room there. Human intelligence is necessary to dis- 
tinguish between black and white chips. In the coal 
regions it has been found necessary to use human labor 
for separating the slate from the coal, and it is done in 


much the same way. The coal passes slowly in a shallow 


stream past the slate pickers, who remove more or less 
of the useless material, according to their dexterity and 
ambition. Some concerns remove knots before the wood 
is chipped This entails a great deal ol unnecessary labor 
and should be avoided 4 method of considerable prom

According to theory, the 


pieces of clean wood, therefore when struck by the trans- 
verse current of air the knotty pieces are blown further 
than the perfect chips. This idea may perhaps be per- 
fected by blowing the chips bodily through a horizontal 
chute to which no bottom has been attached and collecting 
the chips in several bins or receptacles. This scheme 
consists, practically, of floating the chips in a current of 
air in such a manner that the perfect chips will be carried 
further than the imperiect, knotty portions. There yet 
remains a great deal of work to be done in this direction. 
As stated, several attempts have been made, but the work 
has been more or less fragmentary and builders of wood 
pulp machinery have not as yet acted in concert to im- 
prove the matter as much as they might.

Question.—What amount of cubical capacity is required 
in a digester for making sulphite pulp? That is, how large 
must a digester be to make a given amount in a certain 
time, say, twenty-four-hours? 

Answer.—From 3 to 4 pounds of pulp can be made per 
cubic foot of digester capacity, weighing both the filled and 
the unfilled portions. From this data it is easy to calculate 
the number of cubic feet required to give a given quantity 
of pulp, making sure to remember that two cooks per day 
may be made, thereby doubling the cubical capacity of the 
digester. In some sulphite mills three cooks per day are 
made, but first-class pulp can be turned out where the wood 
is cooked only seven hours. It requires about one hour for 
blowing off and recharging a digester; therefore seven 
hours, when three cooks per day are made, is the time limit. 
This is not enough for the better grades of pulp, although 
some wood can be cooked acceptably in eight hours. It is 
better to allow ten or ten and a half. Even when cooking 
is done in ten hours, it is not safe to allow more than two 
cooks per day of twenty-four hours per digester, as there 
will be times when cooking must be stopped for several 
hours, either to renew backings or to pound up portions of 
the lining. Therefore, for first-class pulp only allow two 
cooks per day and 3% pounds per cubic foot for calculating 
digester capacity. °

Question.—We are having considerable trouble from a 
stuff pump, particularly when the stuff is low in the chest 
which supplies the pump. The location is such that the 
pump sets a little above the level of the chest; therefore, 
when there is only a small quantity of pulp in the chest the 
pump must be supplied by suction. Sometimes the pump 
works perfectly and will empty a chest without a break. 
At other times the pump will deliver a full supply when the 
chest is full, giving a constantly decreasing supply as the 
level of the stuff falls in the chest. When nearly empty 
the pump frequently breaks, and priming with a hose is 
necessary to start the flow of stuff again. What is the 
remedy for a case of this kind? 

Answer.—The best way, by all means, is to lower the 
pump so that it will stand below the bottom of the stuff 
chest. If this cannot be done, put a small supply tank for 
the pump to draw from, and deliver stuff into this supply 
tank from the main tank by means of a centrifugal pump. 
Establish a by-pass or overflow, so that when the supply 
tank is full the surplus pulp may run back by gravity into 
the stuff chest. This arrangement works as follows: A 
centrifugal pump being below the level of the bottom of 
the chest is always sure of a supply of stuff, and can readily 
throw a full stream up the short distance to the supply 
tank. The stuff pump is thereby submerged, so to speak, 
at all times, and is sure of a supply of stuff which will flow 
into the pump. Should peculiar conditions prevent the 
remedy suggested there is a last resort, which is to com- 
pletely surround the stuff pump by a tank constructed 
water tight and kept constantly filled with water. This 
will prevent any air from getting into the pump to break 
the vacuum upon which depends suction of the pump. 
Sometimes a stuff pump causes trouble by being run too 
fast, although pumps may be worked fairly well when 
operated at forty revolutions per minute. If under low 
delivery heads and well below the bottom of the tank, it is 
much better to run the pump slower—never faster than 
twenty-five revolutions or strokes per minute. Then there 
will be no trouble from the piston or plunger getting away 
from the supply of stuff. Put in a double or triple stuff 
pump, and there will be no trouble. An elevator, similar 
to that used for conveying grain from a higher to a lower 
level, makes a most excellent stuff pump, prowided the 
buckets and chains be made of brass, or some non-cor 
rodible metal.

Question.—Some of the sulphite pulp which comes to 
our mill seems to be filled with small black specks. By 
examining as closely as possible with the microscope, I 
have arrived at the conclusion that these specks are por- 
tions of black knots. Is there no way of separating such 
knots from the wood before they get into the digester. 
Failing this, cannot wood containing such knots be sep- 
arated from the clear portions of the timber and either 
used for an inferior pulp or-rejected altogether?

A great many pulp mills have expended a great 


pulp or from the wood before it reaches thé digester, All 
manner of success has attended these efforts. Some of the 
knots which form the black specks above noted may be re- 
moved from the wood by means of an air blast, but the 


best method of all is to remove the knots before the wood 
goes to the digester. Some mills sort all the wood in the 
weod-run. After leaving the bolter or cut-off saw the wood 
is carried to the various barkers, by means of rolls, spouts, 
tanks of water or similar devices. Each stick or block as 
it is placed upon the barker is subject to close inspection 
by the man who operates that machine. As the bolt rolls 
around during the bark removing operation, the man in 
charge of the machine has a most excellent opportunity to 
notice whether or not there are any black knots in that par- 
ticular piece of timber. After coming from the machine 
the operator may throw the prepared bolt upon either one 
of two conveyors. One of these conveyors is for inferior 
wood, and goes either to a stock bin or to the ground wood 
mill, when such a department is present. The other con- 
veyor receives only sound, clean wood, free from black 
knots and dirt of all kinds. This conveyor carries the wood 
direct to the chopper, which supplies the digesters. Wood 
sorted in this way, and then passed slowly upon the trav- 
eling apron, beside which a crew of knot pickers is placed, 
will give the best pulp, containing the least portion of knots 
that it is possible to make. 





Brimstone Statistics, 

As the readers of the Reporter have been advised here- 
tofore, the statistical position of brimstone has little influ- 
ence on market values, and there have not been wanting 
instances in the past where a strong and strengthening sta- 
tistical position was co-existent with a weak and declining 
market, says the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter. This has 
been made clear at the time and our readers kept well in- 
formed as to the causes for the apparent anomaly. At 
present we propose to treat of the statistics only, the market 
conditions having but recently received editorial attention 
and have since undergone no important change. The sta- 
tistics are interesting as showing the steady increase in pro- 
duction in Sicily and the continued large stocks despite the 
more or less close control of the output by the Anglo- 
Sicilian Company. The latest reports are to the effect 
that the brimstone syndicate, as it is termed, has met 
with success and that hereafter the production and ship- 
ments will be under its control, and, presumably, also the 
prices. But past experience has caused skepticism as to the 
ultimate result and the operations of the syndicate are not 
feared. The exports from Sicily have increased from year 
to year, and it is not deemed at all likely that the Anglo- 
Sicilian Company will restrict production and raise prices 
so long as they find the business profitable, as high prices 
mean competition with sources of supply not available 
when prices are low, and, worse still, an increased use of 
pyrites. The following table shows the stock in Sicily at 
the close of each of the past five years:

Lentz has introduced by request a bill having for its ob

ject the prevention of imitation, infringement or illegal 
use of trade marks, and for the punishment of same by a 
fine of $1,000 or six months’ imprisonment, or both, at the 
discretion of the court; also providing for the accurate 
accounting of all profits that may have accrued from sucl 
illegal use, and the payment of the same to the rightful! 


owners of the trade mark question. The following are 


the stipulated violations: 

The knowingly or falsely making or counterfeiting a 
trade mark by any person, company or corporation. 

The affixing to any article of merchandise a false or 
counterfeit trade mark, knowing the same to be false or 
counterfeit, or the genuine trade mark or any imitation of 
the trade mark of another without the owner’s consent. 

To sell, keep, or offer for sale any article of merchan- 
dise to ae is affixed a false or counterfeit trade mark, 
or the genuine trade mark of another or of others, with- 
out the ‘owead s consent. 

To have in possession a counterfeit trade mark, know 
ing it to be such, or a die, plate, brand, or other material 
or thing for the purpose or falsely making or counter 
feiting a trade mark 

To make, sell, or offer to sell or dispose of, or to have 
in possession with intent to sell or dispose of an article 
of merchandise with such a trade mark as appears to in 
dicate the quality, character, place of manufacture or pro 
duction, or persons manufacturing or producing the ar 
ticle, but not indicating it truly 
« To knowingly sell, offer, or expose for sale any goods 
that are represented in any manner, by word or deed, 
to the manufacture or product of any person, firm, o1 
corporation, other than himself or.themselves, unless suc] 
goods are contained in the original packages and under
